1. This communication is in response to the amendment received 22-March-2007. Claims 
1-9 are pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 2nd Paragraph 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing, to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The following phrases are considered vague and indefinite: 

claim 1 / line 6: the phrase "in connection with" (Also found at 2 / 2, 2/6, 6 / 2, and 6 / 6) 
1 / 7: the phrase "who are subject to" (Also found at 2 / 7) 

3 / 1 : the phrase "the identifying" (The phrase also lacks antecedent basis, and can be found 
again at 7/1) 

3 / 3: the phrase "the customers" lacks antecedent basis. 

4 / 2: the phrase "of potency of (Due to the amendment removing "the", and can be found 

again at 8 / 2) 

5 / 2: the phrase "are tied to" (Can be found again at 9 / 2) 

Allowed Claims 

3. Claims 1-9 are deemed allowable over the prior art at this time, pending resolution of any 
rejections noted above, because the prior art does not specifically disclose combining the
